incipal market for bituminous 
eseut is in New England, and 
coal it is possible for coal from 
jotia mines to be delivered at 
w England port at least fifty cents 
cheaper than it can be delivered 
on board at Norfolk, Baltimore and 
.iladelphia. The bituminous coal mines 
in the United States are located two or 
three hundred miles from the seaboard, 
which necessitates an expensive and una 
voidable haul by railroad. The coal 
mined by my company is shipped either 
to Baltimore or Philadelphia at a cost of 
•1 SO of railroad tolls per ton. The Nova 
Scotia mines are located directly on the 
seaboard, and coal can be loaded directly 
from the mines into vessels for Boston 
and other New England ports. The re- 
sult of this competition would not only 
throw out of employment thousands of 
miners, but it would also affect disas- 
trously the business of the railroads, 
whose dividends are at present dependent 
on the coal-carrying traffic. Out of Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore and Norfolk the great 
est tonnage of vessels in any one branch 
of commerce is employed in the coal- 
carrying trade. This shipping of Nova 
Scotia coal in English bottoms would 
prove a serious blow to the shipping in 
terests of these ports The other aide of 
tbw q cation, that of the benefits which 
New England would derive from cheaper 
coal, would be offset by the fact that a 
large market for their goods in the region 
affected by the paralysis of this Important 
industry would be partially cut off, and 
they could not hope to extend their trade 
to Nova Scotia, which will continue, as 
before, to get her needs supplied from 
the manufacturing centers of the mother 
country."

Con- 
sidered with respect to the effect upon 
ths treasury, the receipts are di- 
vided into two general classes, of 
which the first, comprising 
ordinary revenues, the receipts 
from loan and the depoait for 
retirement of national bank notes

Broken Into and the Hufee Steel Safe 
Blown Open. 




Ma, Nov. 28. —Expert 
L with the use qf tools, dyna- 
mite and the latest-approved tools, suc- 
ceeded in cracking the big safe of the 
First national bank, of this city, and se- 
curing- a sum of money, which, though 
it can not be fixed definitely, owing to 
the extreme reticence of the officials of 
the bank, is variously estimated at from 
tll.000 to tlA.OOO. 

The burglars were scared away be- 
fore they had completed tliotr work, 
and did not get into the reserve vault 
of the safe. In which was $10,000 more, 
principally in gold. They had dynamite 
and a fuse attached to this, but, for 
some unknown reason, fled without 
touching it off. 

The flirt intimation of the robbery 
came at 10:30 o'clock Sunday morning, 
when County Treasurer Riley, who has 
an office In the building adjoining the 
bank, went to hls^offlce. When he en- 
tered the room he saw that the wall of 
the building was -caving in, and on in- 
vestigation he found that there had 
been a terrific explosion In the bank, 
which had "almost wrecked both 
buildings. He at once gave an 
alarm, and upon search it was learned 
that burglars had been at work 
successfully In the bank. They fiaa 
entered the bank by means ot ..keleton 
keys, which had opened the book door 
and anothor leading to the room in 
which was the vault They then 
drilled holes through the outer door of 
the vault, and with a ehargo of powder 
blew out the time lock which had been 
set to open on Monday morning. Inside 
this was a steel door to the burglor-
